MONTREAL, Oct. 12.—That a further blockade of Canadian} 
grain might be expected at the port of Montreal, owing to the) 


lack of demand in Europe, was stated here today by those in close 
touch with the grain shipping situation. 

In addition to the lack of demand, another obstacle has arisen 
in the fact that approximately 6,000,000 bushels of United States 
grain has been occupying elevator space in Montreal for several 
months, leaving space for only 4,000,000 bushels of the Canadian 


crop at one time. 

This space, it was stated, was fur-+ 
ther curtailed owing to the fact that | 
different grades of wheat were ne- | 
cessarily put in different bins, thus 
taking away from the total storage 
space. On the other hand, Canadian 
No. 1 Northern, for which there is 
always a demand, is being steadily 
passed through the port and eh!p- 
ped overseas. In recent days the 
shipments have reached as high as 
a million bushels a day. 

This and cther information was 
given to Hon. T. A. Low, minister 
of trade and commerce, who came 
to obtain first-hand information on 
the grain situation here. 

The situation with respect to Unit- 
ed States lake operators complying 
with the new Canadian ‘regulations 
and registering their rates with the 
grain commission is unchanged, the 
Unitea States for the most part con- 


as their refusal to either file 
eir rates or permit their boats to 


carry Canadian grain. 

It was felt here today that durigg 
the last month of the shipping sea- 
son the government would reach a 
compromise agreement with the 
United States shippers which would 
permit them to assist in the task of4 
moving the Canadian crop. 

No Embargo on ©.N-K. 

WINNIPEG, Oct. 12. — No em- 
bargo will be placed on grain ship- 
ments to the Pacific coast by the 
Canadian National railways on ac- 
count of the longshoremen’s strike. 
it was announged today by A. BP. 
Warren, general manager of the) 
western region. 

The shipments over the National 
lines have not yet reached a euffl- 
cient volume to warrant such action, 
he said, and as long as the elevators 
at Vancouver can take care of the 
shipments from the prairies, there 
does not seem to be much danger of 
a tie-up, in his opinion. 

As soon as it can be established 
that there will be no congestion, 
shipments over the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway will be resumed, accord- 
ing to D. C. Coleman, vice-president 
of the company. 

No Word of Withdrawal. 

FORT WILLIAM, Ont., Oct. 12-—}| 
According to Chief Commissioner 
Leslie H. Boyd, of the grain com- 
mission, no intimation has been | 
given to the commission that the 
Cleveland-Cliffs fleet, managed by | 
A. E. R. Schneider, of Cleveland, 's 
withdrawn from the Canadian grain 
trade. On the other hand, Mr Boyd 
says that he hes unofficial inform. 
ation that the line will st{ll continue 
handling Canadian grain for the 
balance of the fall. The chief com- 
missioner returned from Winnipeg 
today, where he had heard a rumor 
to thet effect, and he at present 
gives it no credence. 

The report may have arieen from 
the fact that some of the Schneider 
boats have made trips with ore re- 
cently, owing to the fact that the 
present condition of the grain at the 
head of the lakea with the need tor 
so much cleaning makes it difficult 
to get a cargo quickly, and as most 
of the Schneider vesels are in the 
300,000 bushels class the delay is 


serious.

sional U.S. boat whose owner is outside the organ- 
ization is taking on cargo at Ft. William. The 
Dominion Government is being urged, if other 
means fail, to suspend the law passed at last 
session of Parliament for the regulation of lake 
freight rates, to which measure the American 
owners object. These have been resisting the at- 
tempts of their own Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to bring them under control, and perhaps 
feel that they would weaken their case if they 
submitted to regulation at the hands of a foreign 
authority. Theyare, they claim, opposed on prin- 
ciple to Government control of rates, and are giv- 
ing inconvenient evidence of an_ intention to 
stand by their point and keep their ships out of 
the trade. Should that occur the speed with 
which the western crop can be marketed via the 
eastern route will depend upon the Canadian- 
owned carriers, and these it is said are able to 
take away only sixty million bushels before the 
time that navigation normally closes. 

What that would mean may be surmised from 
the figures issued by the Dominion Bureau cf 
Statistics as to what the prairie crop amounts to. 
The officials of the Bureau estimate that ths total 
yield this year will run to 446,775,000 bushels, 
compared with 373,194,000 last year. Last sea 
son’s crop was handled with satisfactory speed. 
But in some former years there have been block- 
ades, with the U.S. boats helping in the trade and 
far less grain to be moved. If it took all the ves- 
sels which could be drawn into the traffic last 
fall by the scandalously high rates prevailing to 
keep the terminal elevators clear, there is not 
much room for doubt what will happen if the 
Canadian boats with a capacity of sixty million 
bushels have to undertake the task of shifting 
a cargo twenty per cent heavier. 

One fact that is brought out clearly by the 
situation is that the westward shipment of Alber- 
ta wheat is coming to be a matter of necessity 
rather than of choice. Manitoba and Saskatche 
wan have 297 million bushels this year, against 
810 milions last year. But Alberta has 149,000,000 
bushels, against 65,000,000. If nine-tenths of the 
Alberta crop went to Pacific ports there would 
still be as much prairie grown wheat to pass 
through Ft. William and down the lakes as went 
that way a year ago. If anything less than that 
portion of the Alberta crop goes westward, the 
lake route will have more wheat to accommodate 
than it had last year,—with less than half ihe 
lake tonnage to carry it if the U.S. vessels stay 
away. Should they continue to refuse to carry 
Canadian grain there is a very real possibility 
that only a small fraction of the Alberta crop can 
get out via the eastern route this fall. The Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan crop is claimed to he 
nearly five times as large as the amount which 
the Canadian boats can transport in the normal 
carrying season, and as the grain from those 
provinces is first to go forward, it will be Alberta 
grain that is shut in if the blockade occurs, It 
may become for the Alberta farmer and dealer a 
case of shipping westbound or of not being able to 


ship at all.

DISTINCTION WITHOUT DIFFERENCE. 

According to Berlin reports, Germany has got 
to the place where it has to choose between a 
coalition government and a dictatorship. Also to 
the place where it doesn’t make much difference 
which to choose, since they amount to the same 
thing. 


NOT COLLECTIVELY RESPONSIBLE. 

The Bankers’ Association decline to make good 
the losses of the Home Bank. That will be disap- 
pointing to the depositors in the defunct institu- 
tion, but not to the shareholders in the other 
banks. These will hardly see why they should be 
called upon to pay because a competing bank was 
run in a way that was not wise, or was wrecked 
by dishonest management. The directors of the 
Home Bank did not ask their competitors for per- 
mission to put the money that was entrusted to 
their own keeping into a New Orleans railway 
project or to back a shipping concern which went 
on the rocks. 


ALL OF A KIND. 

The pair of California bandits who murdered 
four trainmen that they might rob the mail car 
were more gratuitously brutal than is common 
even to their kind. Beyond that they were not 
essentially different from gunmen generally. The 
man who robs at the point of a revolver thereby 
declares his intertion to kill if resistance is offer- 
ed. When he does not carry out the intent it is 
because the victim submits. The shfe and sane 
way to deal with the tribe is to hang the hold-up 
man, whether he has as yet killed anybody or not. 
Better a good deal to do it before than after. 


TIME FOR ACTION. 

The wheat pool, it is said, is likely to get into 
operation next week. It is time, if the new organ- 
ization is to do much toward handling the present 
season’s crop. Not many weeks remain in which 
lake navigation will be possible, and the terminal 
Clevators are filling up, with a prospect of a gen- 
cral stoppage of the movement when the lakes 
freeze. The contract-signers were assured that 
the pool would be open long before this, and 
many of them are said to have been holding their 
wheat in consequence. It is time that the man- 
agement either started doing business or ceased to 
encourage hope that they were about ready to 
start. 


REASSURING THE INVESTOR. 

The agitator is getting to be decidedly un- 
popular among the leaders and spokesmen cf 
organized labor. The United Mine Workers head- 
quarters has been publishing a series of articles 
10 prove that the radical on this continent is in a 
good many eases drawing pay from Moscow, The 
American Federation of Labor congress at Port- 
land, Oregon, spent a half day denouncing the 
I.W.W. As for the O.B.U., which was so much in 
the lime-light a few years ago, it seems to have 
gone out of business generally. These are symp- 
toms of the return to normaley. They promise 
well for the future of industrial conditions. The 
farther the wage-earner gets away from all that 
savors of bolshevism the more likely that he will 
have a chance to earn wages. People with money 
do not invest it when the air is filled with threats 
that a revolution is pending with the genera] con- 
fiseation of capital as the first item on the pro- 


gram.

The new Ballantyne pier et Vancouver has already | 
performed a work of vaiue to Canada. The opening 
of, that government structure brought Hon. Ernest La- 
pointe to the Pacific, Eastern cabinet ministers leave 
the district immediately surrounding the Dominion 
capital too seldom; consequently they are not in as 
close touch as they should be with developments in 
other parts of the country. 

For the minister of marine and fisheries, his visit 
to the Pacific coast has been an education. He has 
learned that a new world movemeyt of traffic has set 
in and that the construction of the Panama cana! is 
going to have a profound effect upon the grain trade of 
Western Canada. 

Wheat is a fluid commodity when regarded from 
the transportation point of view. When allowed to, it 
takes the path of least resistence to the markets of the 
world. Resistance to a movement of wheat may grow 
out of ingufficient elevator or cargo-carrying accom 
modation, or it may grow out Of costs, or out of inade 
quate selling facilities, 

Vancouver gives assurance that it can supply 
required amount of tonnage to carry any quantity of 
wheat offered. The impediment to the western flow 
of wheat exists therefore in railway rates and in inade 
quate etoring and selling facilities at the coast 

The Dominion government is erecting an elevator 
on the new pier. It is thus showing its interest and its | 
confidence in the western grain route. More accommo. 
dation will later heve to be provided, but in the matural 
course of events, this will be done by private agencies, 
possibly in part by the Canadian Nationa) raliwey 


JAMMING THE SPOUT. 

The grain movement is actively under way. 
Ft. William reports that wheat is arriving th» « 
et the rate of two thousand cars a day. The 
clearances unfortunately are not keeping pace 
with receipts, and grain dealers ave beginning to 
apprehend a blocks¢e. The difficulty, of course, 
is that only a few ships owned in the Unitea 
States are participating in the trade. In past

Of that 
number, mapy are this year showing their first 
apples, some bearing for the second year, and a 
few the third, It is of course on the third 
ear bearers that the main part of his six-bushel 
crop has been grown. 

Hundreds of trees reverted almost or en 
lrely to the crab, aud have been cut out. 

It is in grafting that Mr. Heyer's methods 
differ from those in general use in the west 
Instead of rooting them upon the Pyrus Baccata 

the Siberian crab, mother of all apples—he 
uses every effort to get each tree upon its own 
routs 

Hie takes just part of a root. and a long scion, 
pulse the graf! some five inches below the ground. 
‘Two years later, when be transplants the tree, 
if the scion itself has started roots, he cuts away 
the original ruots, leaving the tree to grow upon 
ite own, ile says be has never lost a tree 
grafted by that method when once it had started 
lo grow.
